Gen. Hays said the western tal- 
lies would try to get the Russians 
to drop that demand In further 
negotiations. He called It "a new 
restriction and therefore a viola- 
tion of the four-power agreement 
in New York for lifting all block- 
ades." 
"If we can't settle this differ- 
ence, then I will send a protest to 
the Russian military

"But I don't take a pessimistic 
view. I think the Russians Issued

Texas Allowables 
For June Are Cut 
By Stale Agency 


CORPUS; CHRISTI, May 19.— 


•i/P>—The railroad commission to- 
day placed Texas crude oil produc- 
tion allowables for June at 1,987,- 
157 barrels dally, a decrease of 32,- 
285 compared with current produc- 
tion. 


It Is the sixth consecutive cut- 
back in allowables ordered by the 
commission since Jan. 1, the cut- 
backs totalling approximately 840,- 
000 barrels dolly. 
June's allowable was determin- 
ed by placing all fields except 
East Texas on an 18-day produc- 
tion schedule compared to 19 days 
In May. East Texas will produce 
on 16 days compared with the 
current 17-day schedule. 
Tho commission signed the June 
order shortly after a brief state- 
wide hearing during which pro- 
ducers from only three of the 12 
proratlon districts presented tes- 
timony. 
The June allowable compares 


with a current figure of 2,019,442 
barrels daily and to 1,982,492 as of 
May 1.

Referring to Wallgren's lengthy 
testimony before the armed ser- 
vices group, Byrd shouted "I have 
never seen such a poor witness, 
such an Incompetent witness" and 
one who was "in 'such complete 
Ignorance of his duties in the po- 
sition for which he was appointed." 
Lucas shouted back that regard- 
less of what the committee thought 
of a presidential nomination it 
should at least report the nomin- 
ation adversely, to give the sen- 
ate a chance to vote.

Sporadic outbursts of en-

Klux Klan in various parts 
of the nation in 1947 and 
1948

Sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, the caravan of two 
buses and several automobiles left 
Corslcana at 9 a. m.. returning at 
11 a. m. 


Moving 
out 
highway 31, the 
group cut across to Drane, then to 
Barry and back into Corslcana af- 
ter viewing land that once was as 
fertile as any In the world. 
Eight atop* 
Agriculturalist 
Allen 
Bryant, 
tour director, made eight stops, ex- 
plaining at each 
the 
approved 
methods of soil conservation un- 
der practice, and pointing out the 
waste and destruction of land not 
properly cared for. 
At (he tour's conclusion, Bryant 
warned the group that "The soil of 
ft nation la Its strength. It feeds 
»nd clothes the nation, and when 
ft nation gets down to starvation II 
opens Itself to Invasion." He cited 
China's depleted soil and starving 
Ssoples. He speculated that "If the 
omtnunlsts come, it'll be at a time 
of soil depletion." 
First stop was on Highway 31 at 


» a 7B-acre pasture belonging to the 
State Home. Bryant explained that 


/he vetch-filled pasture was 
an 
excellent example of a project that 
will pay off In dollars and cents. 
Sowed With Vetch 
Last October the pasture 
was 


aowed In vetch—20 .pounds to the 
acre—after about 250 pounds of 
phosphate per acre were spread. 
Mltrogen—the essential element- 
Is taken from the vetch and stored 
Into the soil. Areas In the pasture 
where there was'no phosphate or 
vetch—resembled 
most 
Navarro 
county pastures — covered with 
needle grass, weeds and Immature 
base grass, 
To emphasize what unimproved 
pastures look like compared with 
the State Home property, Bryant 
stopped the tour next at a place a 
few miles further up, where a hill 
side—badly in need of erosion con- 
trol—was a perfect picture of Im- 
proper care of the soil. 
Even the grazing cows had dis- 


gusted looks. 
Bryant explained that the hill 
side was put In cultivation In Ig- 
norance. Had It been cared 
for 
like the State Home pasture, he 
said, the farmer 
would 
obtain 
higher Income, Improve the soil, 
and eliminate the erosion. 
"In soil conservation we think 


in terms 'of time and population, 
and not In Individual greed." 
the 
agriculturist declared over 
Glen 
Thompson's loud speaker system. 


The caravan moved to another 
farm and saw what extensive dam- 
age "man-made gulleys" can do.

Cure Is Offend 
As a cure for this, Bryant point- 


ed to J. Elrod's place, where a 
meadow* strip was sodded to take 
care of concentrated water drain- 
age from terraces. 
Several Wot 
these, small pastures were noted on 
the tour. 
When a large amount of water 
begins to flow In a small ditch, the 
rapidity of the drainage will erode 
the soil, it was pointed out. 
Another means of 
combatting 
erosion was shown< at D. Hate's 
farm. Here a well-constructed ter- 
race outlet channel was viewed. 
The project 1* designed to carry 
the water from the terraces 
and tho^ gospel." 


represents much forethought. Gul- 
leys are prevented by sodding the 
big ditch with good grass, which 
protects the soil from concentrat- 
ed water. 
Hale's terrace outlet 
channel, 
which Is not quite completed, also 
will keep water out of the adjacent 
roadside ditch. 
Another "pasture strip" to catch 


hillside drainages was shown at a 
farm operated by John Braley, who 
came out of the flells to greet the 
tourists. 
He 
explained that he 


would turn his terrace water Into 
the pasture of rye "as soon as the 
sod can take care of It." 
Controlling Galleys 


The Boswell farm south of Bar- 
ry revealed a good example of con- 
trolling gulleys and scientific cul- 
tivation. 
Bryant said the land 


viewed had been in cultivation for 
75 years, that It was properly ter- 
raced and was not washing away. 


The need of co-operation between 
landlords and the county was In- 
dicated when destruction of grass 
In a terrace channel by road main- 
tenance crews was pointed out by 
Jack Everheart, of the Soil Con- 
servation Service. 
Without 
the 
grass, the soil will definitely wash 
away, he said. 


The lost stop was en route 
to 
Corslcana on the R. D. Fleming 
property, which demonstrated best 
of all the land seen, how scientific 
farming pays off. The field 
of 
cotton followed the principal of 
"following the contour of the land" 
and contained efficient terraces. 
"A six Inch rainfall here," de- 
clared Bryant. "Would cause little 
damage." Stretching out around 
the 
field were small pastures to 
catch the terrace water. 


Few Adequately Prepared 
Only about one per cent of the 
farms are adequately 
prepared, 
Bryant said. "That means", he ad- 
ded, "that out of the 30.000 acres 
you've seen this morning, 27,000 
are still going down the river." 


Most of the land viewed was In 
the Drane and Barry areas, known 
as the Blackland prairies of Tex- 
as. 


W. E. Church, of the SCS. act- 
ed as a ruide on the tour and ex- 
plained nany of the 
Inefficient 
farming practices, and the 
need 


for improvement measures, to the 
group on his bus. 


Bryant pointed out that 
the 
cost of Improving the land Is small, 
since the government will 
bear 
about 60 per cent of the expense. 
. A report on the tour was made 
by Bryant at the 
Rotary club 
luncheon at noon.

Thousands 
of 
dollars 
worth of rare and valuable stamps 
have been stolen from stamp deal- 
ers. Little of the missing loot has 
?cen recovered so far. 
Peter O. Keller, executive offi- 


cer and secretary of the American 
Stamp Dealers Association (AS- 
DA), is working in close coopera- 
tion with police, postal and FBI 
authorities to track down vho cul- 
prits. These 
authorities 
believe 


that tho thieves might bo a com- 
bination of philatelists and profcs 
sional gangsters. In all cases re- 
ported a carefully worked out plan 
of entry 
anil 
safe-cracking has 


been perpetrated. No fingerprints 
have V>ocn left and only the most 
valuable stamps stolen. 
Within eight months, the offices 


of two stamp dealers in Now York 
City were broken Into, safes crack 
ed and 
$160,000 
worth of rare 
stamps taken from both! 


A more daring brand of stamp 
banditry occured in Hollywood, Cn). 


This was a daytime affair. The 


robbers, evidently philatelists, en- 
tered a stamp shop, tied up tho 
manager and employees and then 
made off with $20.000 worth of rare 
stamps and gold coins. While tho 
store was being ransacked a cus- 
tomer entered. He, too, received 
the "tie-up treatment." 


Another stamp robbery In New 
York recently netted the thieved 
$10,000 In raro U. S. stamps. 
What do the thieves do with tho 
stamps? They have to sell them to 
stamp dealers or collectors in or- 
der to realize cash, And that's 
where the ASDA comes In. 


As soon as the ASDA is notified 


of a robbery it immmedlately no- 
tifies its 000 members throughou 
he country to bo on the lokout for 
hosa specific items. Sometimes the 
dealers 
place small 
identifying 


marks on the backs of the stamps. 
This information is also relayed to 
ASDA members. 


With tho postal and federal au- 


thorities on their trail and with 
tho leading stamp dealers postin) 
watch, the thieves find it very dlf 
'Icult to get rid of tho loot. Some- 
times tho crooks are forced to hol< 
on to the stamps for years be for 
attempting to dispose of them. Bit 
the ASDA and police are ready t< 
pounce on them if they try to sel 
In this country. 


Ono case was solved by the alep 


work of an ASDA member. 
The 


robbery occurred In Newark, N. J. 
last May. A "lone wolf" burglar 
was the culprit. Ho tried to sell the 
stolen stamps to an ASDA mem- 
ber who noticed some identifying 
nrnrlta on the stamps. Tho deals 
Immediately notified tho ASDA in 
Now York and the criminal was ap- 
prehended and sent to Jail,

Jester Asks Federal Government To 
Remove Corsicana's Rent Controls 


With amazing speed, Gov. Beau- 


ford H. Jester Wednesday morn- 
ing asked the federal government 
to remove rent controls from his 
home town of Corslcana. 


Developments in tho bitter battle 
over rent ceilings came fast. 


Late Tuesday afternoon the city 


commission unanimously passed a 
resolution declaring there is suf- 
ficient housing In Corslcana, and 
recommended to Gov. Jester that 
controls be removed here. 


The resolution was not mailed 
until 5 p. m. Tuesday. 


At 11 a. m. Wednesday Julius C. 
Jacobs, city attorney, was Informed 
b> telegraph by L. D. Ransom, 
secretary to the governor, that 
the commission's action had been 
approved. 


Ransom's telegram follows: 


"This is to advise you that Gov- 


ernor Jester today signed rent de- 
control resolution- (covering 
the 


City of Corslcana. Approved copy 
of same sent to Washington...." 


With tho governor's recommend- 


ation on its way to the national 
capital, It was believed that the 
end of controls would come sooner 
than expected. It Is mandatory on 
the part of Tighe Woods, U. S. 
Housing expediter, to remove the 
controls when the governor has 
Joined tho municipality in making 
such a recommendation.
